America's Past Time 

Vintage Base Ball Club in Mattapoisett 
By Robert Chiarito 

Dateline Mattapoisett, August 1861 - The Bristol 
Blues defeated a combined team consisting of the Essex 
Base Ball Club and the Ironsides Base Ball Club in the 
field beside the School in Old Hammondtown. The game 
was a well-played contest and included many fine athletic 
plays. The results were very satisfactory to the one hun- 
dred or so cranks, or spectators, who were in attendance. 
The final tally for the game was Bristol four runs and 
Essex /Ironsides three runs. A hearty round of huzzahs 
was given to each team by their opponent following the 
match. 

This is what the newspapers of the day may 
have reported following a Ball Game in the early 1860s, 
the time that was the setting for an exhibition of antique 
baseball organized by Kyle DeCicco-Carey of Matta- 
poisett in conjunction with the town's Sesquicentennial 
Celebrations being held throughout the week of August 4 
through August 12. Mr. DeCicco-Carey has been attempt- 
ing to organize an antique baseball club on the South 
Coast over the past year with a secondary goal of staging 
a base ball game (as it was spelled in the mid-nineteenth

century) as part of the Sesquicentennial. Sunday's match 
proved to be both a significant lesson in the history of the 
game and very entertaining sporting event. 

The two teams that were invited by the Ironsides 
Vintage Base Ball Club are part of a nationwide network 
of enthusiasts who play a number of different versions 
of the game we all know as baseball. In its early days 
the games rules changed as the game migrated from the 
northeastern United States to other parts of the country. 
Though the game is similar and very recognizable to 
today's baseball fan, the differences are noticeable enough 
that one could say the game played by the clubs gathered 
at the Old Hammondtown School grounds on Sunday, 
August 5 was exactly the same as our modern game while 
remaining completely different. Using a set of rules from 
the New York version of the game circa 1861, the two 
teams played a fast paced contest before over 100 curious 
spectators. 

The first thing one might notice is that the players 
in the field wore no gloves or catcher's gear. This might 
seem dangerous at first glance but the early inventors of 
the game had several ways in which they were able to 
compensate, namely, being able to field a batted ball on 
its first hop to record an out, or hand, as it was known in 
1861. Also, the ball itself was a very different tool than 
the ball that is in use in today's game. Base Balls from the 
mid-nineteenth century were slightly bigger and much 
softer than then hardball we know. The ball was one piece 
of leather with four sets of stitches that come together like 
the segments of a quartered orange. The pitcher, standing 
about 45 feet from the batter tossed the ball under hand 
and the umpire only called strikes, there were no balls 
or walks, when the batter, or striker, failed to swing at 
hittable pitches. The object of the game was not to deceive 
the hitter but for the hitter to put the ball in play and chal-

lenge the fielders to make an out. 

Other noticeable differences in the game shed 
light on the origins of many baseball terms that are a part 
of the game's lexicon. The bases, which were 90 feet from 
one another in a diamond-shaped pattern, were actually 
canvas bags, hence the origin of terms such as covering 
the bag or calling a double a two bagger. Home plate was 
a round steel plate that had a metal post on its underside 
to anchor it in place. 

The people who participate in vintage baseball 
are not limited to those who play in the games. Fred 
Ivor-Campbell and his wife were among the people in the 
crowd for Sunday's game who follow the game as fans 
of this brand of baseball. The couple, who are natives of

tee to discuss filling a vacancy on their ranks. The board 
wished to appoint Joe Scott to fill the open seat on the 
Marion School Committee. 

"Having children in the school, first and foremost, 
I wanted to get involved," Mr. Scott said. "We originally 
moved to Marion six years ago ... to get (them) a great 
education and have the full support of the town."

across the state like ours/' Chairman Blanchette said. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr.

refuse to the various landfills and transfer stations in the 
area as per a discussion at the last Tri-Town Selectmen's 
meeting. There was a concern raised at that meeting over 
the varying rates for different communities at different fa- 
cilities and if there was a way to bring all the fees in line. 

'Til be meeting with the Town Administrators in 
Marion and Mattapoisett to go over these proposals/' Mr. 
LaCamera said.

the MBTA proposal), I don't think they should be giving 
one/' 

Mr. LaCamera also reported that the Covanta/ 
SEMASS facility is back up to capacity in the aftermath of 
the recent fire at the plant. To that end, Chairman Morse 
noted that SEMASS' last monthly payment to the town in 
lieu of taxes was $285,444. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Ray Lantz to dis- 
cuss his property at 463 Neck Road in Rochester, which he 
hopes to sell. But he has been unable to obtain a building 
permit for the site in question. 

"We ran into a roadblock in the Building De- 
partment," Mr. Lantz said. "Apparently there used to 
be a procedure in the Zoning Department to apply for a 
zoning compliance request ... that procedure was discon- 
tinued by (Building Inspector) Richard Leibowitz. Essen- 
tially we've got a buyer, a purchase and sales agreement, 
and all the permits are in place, but there does not appear 
to be a procedure in place to deem whether or not it is 
a buildable lot.

of Environmental Protection (DEP) and the Mattapoisett 
River Valley District ... so it's not as simple as saying it 
meets the requirements.

SEWER STUDY PROCEEDS 



The Mattapoisett Board of Water & Sewer Commissioners is proceeding with a 
Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan (CWMP) that reviews the long term 
sewage needs of the community. The project is funded by a $1 54,8 18 low interest loan 
from DEP and is being conducted by Tighe & Bond, Inc. The engineer is being assisted 
by the Board as well as by a Citizen's Advisory Committee with representatives from 
various Boards. 

The Water & Sewer Commissioners completed a similar planning study back in 1982 that 
has been used as a guide for the expansion of the municipal sewerage system for the last 
25 years. The current study includes the following tasks: a sewer needs assessment to 
determine areas of the community where sewer extensions may be needed; an 
infiltration/inflow study to review potential drainage leaks into the sewer system; an 
evaluation of the mechanical and electrical equipment at the Eel Pond sewer pumping 
station; a review of the future sewer capacity needs of the community and initial 
discussions with Fairhaven regarding the possibility of increased sewage capacity in the 
Fairhaven sewerage system. 

The CWMP process started in late 2006. A public meeting is scheduled for 7 PM on 
Thursday, August 1 6, 2007 at the Center School Auditorium. The public is welcome to 
attend to learn more about the CWMP process and to offer comments/suggestions. This 
meeting is a follow-up to the initial public meeting for the CWMP, held in March, 2007. 
The agenda for the August 16 th meeting includes a review of existing conditions 
throughout Town, and a discussion of wastewater treatment needs.

the United Nations Environment Program found that the 
number of nitrogen-causing "dead zones" in oceans and 
bays around the world has doubled since 1990 to 146. 
Dr. Howes and Mr. Rasmussen's lecture will explore the 
histories, commonalities, and lessons-to-be-learned from 
other bays they have studied around the world. 

Dr. Howes is Professor at the School for Marine 
Science and Technology and Director of the Coastal 
Systems Program at the University of Massachusetts 
Dartmouth. He was one of the originators of the Buzzards 
Bay Monitoring Program while an Associate Scientist 
at the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. Howes' 
Coastal Systems Program conducts the nutrient analyses 
for the Coalition's Baywatchers water quality monitoring 
programs and other monitoring programs throughout 
Massachusetts. Dr. Howes has been conducting ecologi- 
cal research on Buzzards Bay ecosystems for more than 
30 years and has written numerous scientific publications 
and technical reports on nutrient cycling in coastal sys- 
tems and nitrogen transport and inputs to coastal waters. 
He received his BA from Rutgers University and his MA 
and PhD from the Boston University Marine Program. 

Mr. Rasmussen has been Executive Director of 
The Coalition for Buzzards Bay since 1998. In his time as 
Director, the Coalition has grown to become the largest 
environmental organization in southeastern Massachu- 
setts with 4,500 members and has established itself as a 
leader on issues ranging from watershed land conser-

Last fall four of the Marion Mile runners ran in 
the Boston Mayor's Cup race in October, and this fall or- 
ganizers are considering the possibility of hosting a local 
cross country race in Washburn Park and taking a larger 
group of kids to Boston for the Mayor's Cup on October 
28.

Death 

Gilbert E. Stokes, 89, of Marion, died Friday August 3, 2007. 
He was the husband of the late Dorothy (Miller) Stokes. 
Born in Haverhill, he lived in Marion for many years. He re- 
ceived an A.B. degree from Dartmouth College in 1941 and an 
M. Ed. degree from the University of New Hampshire in 1948. 
During the summer of 1940, Mr. Stokes was the creator and 
leader of a fossil expedition for Dartmouth College, collecting 
fossils in South Dakota and Wyoming. He started his teach- 
ing career at Brewster Academy in Wolfeboro, NH, where he 
taught for one year. It was at Brewster that he met Dorothy 
Miller, another member of the faculty, whom he married at the 
conclusion of the school year. 

In September 1942, Mr. Stokes was asked to introduce the 
study of Biology as a course at Edward Lille High School in 
Auburn, ME. He taught in Auburn for two years where he was 
made chairman of the Science Departments of the Junior and 
Senior High Schools of the city. He was also made Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Auburn Teachers Associa- 
tion. 

In September 1944 he began a career of 39 years at Tabor

Academy. His initial assignment was to initiate a Biology 
course for the school. When the school organized various 
academic departments in 1954, he was made the first Chair- 
man of the Science Department. He held that position for the 
following 18 years. 

In 1960 Mr. Stokes was asked to be Chairman of a program 
involving four secondary schools working with personnel 
from Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution. This coopera- 
tive effort in oceanography was one of the first programs in 
the country which involved secondary school students in the 
subject of Oceanography and served as a model for other 
programs that followed. 

In 1972 Mr. Stokes became Tabor Academy's first Dean and 
served in that office for seven years. In the same year, a new 
Biology laboratory at Tabor was named in his honor. On Octo- 
ber 19, 2007 the new Biology wing at Tabor will be dedicated 
in his name. 

Of all the many activities Mr. Stokes was called upon to do 
at Tabor, teaching was the one foremost in his enthusiasms 
and he continued to teach every year. His last four years at 
the school were devoted exclusively to teaching. He retired in 
1983. 

He is survived by his children, Dr. Douglas M. Stokes and 
his wife Iris, of Ann Arbor, MI, and Stephanie Leguia and her 
husband Luis, of Milton; and two granddaughters, Caroline 
Leguia and Rachel Stokes. 

He was the brother of the late Priscilla Normark and Gordon 
Stokes, MD, who was his twin. 

His Memorial Service will be held on Tuesday August 21, 
2007 at 10:00 AM in the Wickenden Chapel at Tabor Acad- 
emy.

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The Bourne Ultimatum. Starring Matt Damon and Julia 
Stiles.

At the end of a long and bruising car chase in The Bourne Ultimatum, 
the cars come to a smashing halt, and the camera vibrates as if from the 
impact and continues vibrating for a few seconds. Behind me, people 
complained about the near-incessant "shakycam" technique employed 
by the director, Paul Greengrass. Though he's only recently vaulted 
to international success with United 93 and this film's predecessor 
The Bourne Supremacy, Greengrass is no young upstart who whips his 
handheld around out of filmmaking ADD — he'll turn 52 this month. 
Obviously the tremulous, stress-inducing (and, for some, nausea- 
inducing) technique expresses a forceful you-are-there aesthetic for 
Greengrass; he used it to brutal effect in United 93. But those, like me, 
who appreciate clarity in action sequences may feel the same visual 
impact could be attained by filming a blender for two hours. 

In The Bourne Ultimatum, the tormented ex-agent Jason Bourne 
(Matt Damon), pursued by the CIA and by "deep cover" spooks who 
claim full authority to kill, gets closer to the truth of who he is. Dia- 
mond-hard and close-cropped, Damon is all business in the Bourne 
movies, yet he understands how to smuggle in small flickers of doubt, 
remorse, frailty. Jason may be running on autopilot — at this point, 
he's a bunch of nerve endings humming entirely on instinct — but 
Damon isn't; he provides a quiet, assured center for these hyperactive 
movies, in which the camera zips madly around the room even during 
simple conversations. 

Gray-haired eminence David Strathairn, as a merciless head 
spook, stands in a control room and rattles off orders, most of which 
bounce right off the cool blonde Joan Allen, as the ethical CIA director. 
The clenched sparring between Strathairn and Allen — he's almost 
dashing, she's never more sultry than when she's long-haired and 
hard-bitten in these Bourne flicks — is the closest the film comes to 
romance. Jason, meanwhile, pairs off with Julia Stiles, a baby Joan 
Allen, as the junior agent from the previous films. When Stiles dyes 
and crops her hair late in the game, just like Jason's doomed paramour 
(played by Franka Potente), Damon permits Jason a tiny expression

of 404: Page Not Found before he clicks out of his emotional browser 
and gets down to business again. 

The Bourne movies are about pursuit and assault; they're per- 
petual-motion machines. As such, they entertain inside the moment 
but leave you with few leftovers. A sequence in which Strathairn's 
goon squad tracks Bourne and a journalist through some of the most 
densely busy parts of London is a taut, dizzying triumph of suspense 
and narro wry-averted disaster — hats off to editor Christopher Rouse, 
who keeps the events skipping along maliciously. The hand-to-hand 
fight scenes have a certain feral nastiness; Greengrass and cinematog- 
rapher Oliver Wood manage to give the impression of bone-splinter- 
ing force without actually showing much of it. And then there are the 
vehicular bits — motorcycle, car — which really test the mettle of 
one's stomach. Greengrass makes a car chase look high-speed and 
terrifying, something we wouldn't want to try at home — admirably 
realistic, perhaps, but it takes some of the fun out. 

I like the idea of the Bourne movies more than I like the actual 
movies. I don't begrudge anyone's enjoyment of them. But such high 
skill and intelligence go into these films, along with an up-to-the-minute 
mood of ominous paranoia about what really goes on behind closed 
doors, that the end result — an embittered, whittled-down spy vs. spy 
story — feels undercooked and underachieving. These are essentially 
007 movies for Generation X, grounded in drab, coffee-cup-laden of- 
fices and preoccupied with questions of identity. They're worth it for 
Matt Damon, who does small, delicate work when he's not throwing 
people down flights of stairs, and Joan Allen, that wicked woman with 
a Puritan's name, who single-handedly makes any movie smarter and 
sexier.

Jarred Reuter of Rochester has been playing basketball since 
the age of four years old. He started at the Middleboro YMC A play- 
ing on Saturday morning with his buddies even before he entered 
the first grade.

This team boasted many kids who could score the basketball, 
but what this Championship represented was Coach Merritt getting 
all the players to do the other things that they do well. Jarred did 
a great job rebounding and blocking shots and getting the ball out 
to the guards to score off the fast break. 

Advancing to the Championship bracket as a team, you're 
always looking around waiting for the team that's going to give 
you what is referred to as a hard "bump" — it just didn't happen 
until the semi finals. 

On Friday afternoon the team took to the court against the 
Ohio State Champions, Parkside Team Ohio. They had one of the 
best players in the tournament and it was going to be the team's 
first real test. Coach Merritt went with a box and one defense and 
the boys handled it like a pro — his team stepped up and scored 
the basketball. MABC won a very close game, 57-48 and advanced 
to the National Championship. 

Jarred saved his best effort for the Championship game against 
Youth Interloc from Philadelphia. He scored 12 points, took 15 
rebounds and achieved 3 blocks. He played great defense during 
the Championship game. The Championship remained close until 
the last quarter, when the MABC pulled away to narrowly take the 
title, 59-46. 

This was a great experience for all ten teammates from the 
Bay State and they should be proud of what they accomplished. 
This was a team effort and all of the boys made sacrifices both on 
the court and in their personal life to practice three times a week in 
Boston while playing many weekends from March through July.
